Effective May 18, thirty days 
after signature by the Governor, 
a new regulation goes into ef- 
fect permitting resident service- 
men while on leave or furlough 
to obtain free fish and game |li- 
censes. 

Out-of-state members of the 
armed forces who are quartered 
in New Hampshire may be issued 
non-resident servicemen’s licens- 
es at a special rate. Out-of-state 
members of the armed forces 
who are guests of residents and 
who are on leave or furlough 
may also obtain licenses at these 
special rates. 

Licenses are obtainable at the 
Department of Fish and Game, 
located in the State House An- 
nex in Concord, or from any au- 
thorized license agent in the 
State.

Some of the good people of our town misunderstood the 
advertisement, which appeared in our last week issue, relating 
to rates for Town water. The advertisement stated that the 
cost of water now would be $7.50 a quarter (of three months). 
and that those persons having the rate of $1.50 a month would 
no longer enjoy that rate, except under circumstances of the 
Water Board's approval 

The misunderstanding resulted from the fact that these 
are two different rates in Wilmington, each of $1.50 a month. 


When the Water Department was founded, back in 1926, 
there were a Jot of camps in this town. These camps were 
interested in having one faucet only, for a water supply. A 
Special rate, of $1.50 was made for these camps Later, an- 
Other rate of $1.50 was made for places which used meters, 
providing that all water used over a certain amount would be 
paid for, as extra 

The met ate, of $1.50 a month, is not affected hy the 


advertisement, It is the places with the “one-faucet” rate 


that are affected 

Since 1926 a large number of these camps have been con 
verted into all year residences. More faucets have been added, 
and bathrooms installed. Yet many of the homes continue to 
enjoy the original $1.50 rate, and it is these homes that the 
Water Commissioners were considering, when they published 


their new rate 

It might be supposed that a family who was enjoying the 
$1.50 rat the fact that they were now eligible 
for the $2.50 rate. Then again, human nature being what it 
is, it might also he supposed that such information would 1 
be volunteered.
